While problems with 
work permits means 
Socceroo midfielder 
Craig Foster is back in 
Australia a couple of 
years before he 
anticipated, he’s not 
letting it bother him. 


Although planing to stay 
at Crystal Palace for two 
more years before 
linking up with family 
back in Sydney, not 
having played 75% of 
the Socceroo games over 
the past two years meant 
he was denied a work 
permit. 

“It was quite ridiculous 
really, I missed the four 
games Australia played 
in the Confederations 
Cup in Brisbane, as they 
were only picking local 
players. Missing those 
four games though 
knocked me below the 
75% requirement, and 
although we tried 
explaining that it was no 
good,” said Foster.

The strict work permit 
rules, curréntly dogging 
Hayden Foxe’s attempts 
to get a start at West 
Ham, may have been bad 
for Foster, but he is not 
worried by the whole 
thing. 

“T always planned to 
come back in two years 
time and play in Sydney, 
but sometimes you have 
to change plans. As it 
happeng,l cam loving it 
on the field at the 
Northern Spirit, and my 
family are really 
enjoying it too.” 

The connection with 
Northern Spirit was 
obvious for Foster, who 
has not only known 
Graham Arnold and 
Robbie Slater for some 
years, but also Bill 
Collins from his time as 
Socceroo physio. Plus he 
played alongside Robbie 
Enes at Portsmouth, and 
they built up a firm 
friendship. 
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His time at Portsmouth, 
alongside the likes of 
Enes and John Aloisi, 
was a difficult one 
according to Foster. 


“Alan Ball came in when 
I was there, and he 
wanted basically the 
defenders to hoof the 
ball as far forward as 
they could. That was 
hard as a midfielder as 
the game just passes you 
by, and you are really 
only running around 
mainly getting tackles in. 
As someone, like most 
of the Socceroos, who 
enjoyed playing the ball 
it was tough.” 

There was a highlight at 
Portsmouth though - 
scoring twice for his 
club against Aston Villa, 
and Mark Bosnich, in the 
FA Cup. 

“Putting two past 
‘Bozza’ was a bit 
special, and we were two 
up until they scored 


twice to force a reply and then beat us 
at Villa Park.” 


With Terry Venables an obvious 
admirer Foster was soon on his way to 
Crystal Palace, where he ended up as 
club captain. 


“Venables was superb - after the first 
training session he took us in as coach 
of the Socceroos, I was with some of 
the boys and we were just all looking 
at each other in amazement. We had 
learned so much just in that one 
session, and while I was still playing 
here in Australia it was also the 
overseas players who were saying 
that.” 

At Palace Foster played alongside the 
likes of Matt Jansen and Lombardo, 
and said he found it a much more 
enjoyable experience under Steve 
Coppell, who let the players go out and 
play a passing style of football. 

Foster admits the on-going battle with 
Crystal Palace has been a ‘nightmare’ 
since his move back to Australia, but 
insists now he is back playing any 
disputes will sort themselves out in 
time. 

“The main thing is from a playing 
point of view, I made my debut against 
Adelaide after not having played for 
about five months. No matter what 
kind of training you do it’s still hard to 
get match-fit after such a lay-off, and 1 
probably need a good month of 
matches to feel fully back into it.”

Socceroos against Iran in THAT match, 
there seems little point asking Foster

SPIRIT’S LIFT AFTER AWAY DRAW 
WITH CARLTON 


Northern Spirit secured a valuable away 
point after a come-from-behind 1-1 draw 
against a desperate Carlton at Epping 
Stadium in Melbourne last Sunday.
